. Impressive and gratifying pro 
gress in school health is reflected 
ur a study which shows that chil- 
dren answering the call of the 
school bell’ are much healthier 
than those of a decade ago. Not 
only do medical examinations re- 
veal fewer ‘defects naw, but al- 
most three more of the defects 
found are being corrected.
